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PREFACE. 



This Yolume, together with ** Psalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs 
compiled for use in the Public Services of the Chiirch of Christ," is 
intended to encourage and improve the devotional services of the 
Christian Sanctuary; Both virorks may tend to show how much that 
is simple, fervent, universal, everlasting, and beautiful in religion and 
religious offerings is connected with a purely scriptural faith. The 
employment in public worship of religious odes dates back to the 
earliest days of the Christian Chiirch. More ancient still is the 
employment, at least in principle, of the Chant and the Anthem. The 
Book of Psalms may not inappropriately be called a collection of 
Chants and Anthems. These, together with other poetic composi- 
tions, were simg " to the honour and glory of God," in choral and 
antiphonal strains, voice replying to voice, and instrument to instru- 
ment ; and the responsive themes of two or more choirs being taken 
up, swelled, and reverberated by the worshipping multitude. With 
the aid of this ** Service Book," and its companion the Hymn Book 
above designated, something may be done towards reproducing the 
simple and overpowering grandeur of the Hebrew Temple and the 
Christian Church in their best days. To make the aid complete, these 
volumes should be followed by the necessary m\isical notes ; the exe- 
cution of this part of the plan depends on the degree of support the 
attempt may receive from the public. Meanwhile much may be 
effected by an intelligent and earnest organist, or teacher of the 
singing, especially if due care is taken by choir and congregation to 
articulate distinctly every syllable in the several lines of the chants, 
fmd if content with gradual progress, they do not attempt mor^ t.Vi3»x

they can perform satisflEictorily. It is not supposed, that the worship- 
pers at large should join in the Anthems, though were they instructed 
in the rudiments of music, they might adyantageously take part in the 
choruses ; but as they axe here supplied with the means of haying the 
words imder their eyes, they may conciir in mind and heart and so 
worship silently, but not therefore ineffectually. 

In the main, the Anthems are intended to interchange with the 
Chants as skill or convenience may suggest. The yoliune is laid out 
so as to coyer the entire year, beginning with the first Sunday in 
January and going to the last in December. The materials, which 
are derired from the Bible, did not admit of a very marked and 
nicely shaded adaptation to the changes of the seasons. More decided 
is the suitableness of the services prepared for the Christian Festivals 
of Christmas, Easter and Whitsun tide, and for the Christian obser*- 
Tanoes of Baptism and the Lord's Supper. A regard to cost has 
excluded similar services for occasions of marriage and death. How- 
ever, fEuniliarity with the contents will enable the minister to make 
seleotions suitable to tiiese and other specialities.
